The City of Torrance, distinguished among California cities,
had two ships afloat in World War II named in her honor, ac-

cording to maritime and Navy
One was the S. S. Torrance

yards of the Marinship Corporation in Northern California, and

the other was the U. 8. 8. Tor%
rance, a Navy combat cargo ﬂnd{
troopship, constructed by Beth-
lehem Steel Co, and commis-
sioned November 18, 1944, at
Hoboken, New Jersey. S

The Torrance Hills was an oil
tanker, built to haul much need-
ed petroleum supplies to troops
overseas, and named for Tor-
rance as one of the many Cali-
fornia fields supplying the crude
for high test gasoline and other
products so essential to the war
effort. - 7

cargo-troop ship which had .a
glorious record from the time
she. wgs commissioned on th
east coast.
